Hchool  law.  ' 

Mr.  N.  K.  Foster  and  Mr.  J.  N. 
Hisle,  repreesntinp  the  eity  Board, 
\4't'ie  pre;<eiit.  Mr.  Fostci'  stated 
that  at  a  call  iiici'tiiii;  of  the  city 
Board  held  nhout  ten  days  a^^o.  with 
Hix  members  in  attendance,  the  |)rop- 
osition  was  put  up  to  them  and  the 
decisioa  that  the  city  Board  should 
not  unite  with  the  county  Board  wm» 
mianimous. 

Each  County  Must  BulM. 

When  the  s(>-nin(di-talked-ah<)nt 
new  sehool  law  was  enacted  some 
time  ago,  it  required  that  each  coun- 
ty should  iHiild  a  Hi^  School  where 
^e  advaoeed  grades  could  be  taught 
Rueh  as  are  taught  in  the  city  High 
Schools  so  that  the  country  children 
might  have  the  same  advanced  ed\i-  j 
cational  facilities  that  tlie  city  chil- 
dren do. 

Hisle,  representing  the  city  Board, 
coneehred  the  idea  of  uniting  with 
the  county  Board  in  this  movement 
and  asked  for  a  meeting  with  them, 

■which  was  held  in  February,  at  which 
the  matter  was  thoroujrhly  discuss- 
ed and  a  committee  was  ii})pointed 
to  investigate  the  legal  end  of  it 
whieh  they  did  and  rei)orted  back  at 
a  meeting  that  waa  held  about  three 
weeks  ago. 

Obstacles  in  Way. 

The  lepoil  ((intaiucd  -ivcial  ob- 
stai-lcs  in  the  '.vay  of  the  two  Boards 
ui)itin<^  in  huihling  the  school  that 
(•onld  not  be  gotten  a«  (>un<l  and  which 
would  have  ultimately  eansed  dis.sat- 
tisf action  in  the  way  the  sehoot  would 
have  to  have  been  conducted  and  af- 
ter a  thorough  discussion  of  the  mat- 
ter it  was  decided  bc.-t  to  Id  the 
county  build  the  sehool  al<>nc. 

Ccunty  Board  Meets. 

This  was  also  the  regular  meeting 
(lay  for  the  county  Board  which  was 
(held  a^ter  the  joini  'meeting  ^and 
much  business  was  transacted.  The

school  houses  that  will  probably  be : 
erected  during  the  year,  $7,000  was  t 
the  amount  aj,Mce«l  uj)oii  Id  ask  from  | 
the  Fiscal  Court  for  these  purposes.  ' 

Aside  from  tli*-  tiansact ion,  \ery 
little,  except  routine  business  was 
transacted. 

The  eoonty  Board  took  no  steps 
towards  doing  anything  regarding 
the  buildinj;  o  ftlie  IliL'h  Sclnxd  since 
it  was  decided  defiiiitelv  that  they 
should  go  it  aloiK'  an<l  when  this  will 
be'  done,  is  not  known  yet.

^ew  York.  March  20.— With  songs 
af  the  football  field  and  the  boat-race 
course,  with  a  ..eafening  cheer  and  a 
rousing  chorus  of  "Here's  to  Good 
OM^^  Tale,  Drink  Her  Down.**-  Preal- 
dent  Taft  was  greeted  aa  ike  flr^ 
Tale  president  of  the  United  States 
by  r^ore  than  \,'>00  graduates  of  the 
famous  old  New  Haven  university. 
They  ranged  from  silvery-haired  old 
gentlemen  whose  degrees  bear  the 
date  of  '53  down  to  the  youth  who 
left  their  alma  mater  only  last  June. 

The  dinner,  one  of  the  largest  ever 
given  in  New  Tork.  was  served  at  the 
Waldorf-Astoria.  The  immense  ball- 
room»«waa  decorated  with  a  lavish 
wealtii  of  flowers.  From  the  vaulted 
ceiling  countless  chains  of  pink 
blooms  fell  in  graceful  loops.  The 
balcony  guards  and  the  side  walls 
were  twined  with  rosea.  The  speak- 
ers table,  at  which  PreaMent  Taft  sat

the  outalB  and  back  of  the  speakers 
waa  a  re^lca  of  the  old  Yale  fence. 
The  representation  ot  the  oM  barrier 
waa  complete  down  to  the  laat  de- 
talla.  Many  of  the  lnltlals.^lBclodlng 
the  "W.  H.  T."  of  Mr.  Taft  aad  the 
"A.  T.  H."  of  PresidMit  Hadlay  were 
faithfully  reproduced. 

PreafdMit  Taft  was  probably  the 
happiest  man  at  the  dinner,  which 
waa  given  entirely  la  hla  bownr.  He 
waa  not  hailed  aa  president,  kowover. 
bat  aa  "Bm."  the  aalutatkm  which 
pvMtoated  the  Peering  aa  he  en- 
tered. 

The  only  art  speochee  of  the  even- 
lag  were  made  by  President  Thft  and 
President  Hadley.  The  latter  spoke 
first,  reapoadlng  to  the  toast  "  'Naath 
the  ■bna,"  while  the  former.  spoairinE 
entirely  extunporaaeoosly.  Lad  for 
his  subject  "For  Ctod.

Chairman  Payne's  tariff  bill  shows 
evidence  of  the  cross-purposes  of 
contending  iuteres-ts.  In  llu'sc  in- 
spects it  is  not  likely  to  be  improved 
in  the  turmoil  of  a  House  debate,  nor 
in  the  deliberations  of  the  Aldrieb 
committee  in  the  Senate.  Yet  as  it 
stands  it  does  upon  the  whole  fulfil 
^IpkjlPll^fl^li^dge  of  a  freuuine  revision 
downward  in  the  interest  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  the  consumer. 

Mc  P-ayne  will  not  find  general

A  further  SdvanM  in  'Qovemment 
expenditure  mast  next  year  be  provid- 
etl  for.  More  money  than  this  bill  will 
yield  may  still  be  needed.  It  can  be 
procured  throng^  iiMMMne  and  inhMr- 
itance  taxation. 

From  tiie  standpoint  of  the  house- 
holder ^  and  eonsnmiHr  the  tarilE  is  ef 
course  disappointing. 

Shoes  may  be  cheajK-r,  gloves  dear- 
er. Lumber  and  building  stone  and 
fence  ))osts  may  cost  less,  hut  fruit 
more.  No  substantial  relief  will  be 
found  in  a  redvelioB  half  a  eent  a 
pound  on  fresh  meat,  or  two  cents  on 
a  cai-ving  knife,  or  a  trifle  on  threads, 
carpets  and  window  glass,  or  four 
une-lnimlrcdths  of  a  cent  on  sugar.

is  jobbed  in  the  Senate,  or  in  its  fina 
sha|)ing  in  conference,  or  the  maxi- 
mum-rate provision  is  juggled  into  ;. 
means  of  sly  exaction.  The  rate- 
cannot  be  so  materially  reduced  uixn 
teel  products,  lumber,  stone  and  othei 
great  staple  commodities  without 
helping  the  consumer,  though  he  niav 
not  know  just  where  and  how. 


But  ReUil  Trsde  Laeks  Buoyancy  uT 
Settled  Conditions. 

New  York,  March  UO.-  R.  G.  Dun  & 
Company's  weekly  review  of  trade 
says:  Most  of  the  tests  by  which 
trade  activity  is  measured  mako  fa- 
vorable records.  Reports  from  the 
principal  cities  are  of  a  Renerally 
hopeful  character,  liut  tiie  fact  re- 
mains that  there  is  still  lacking  that 
buoyancy  and  readiness  to  make  long 
commitments  ahead,  which  are  fea- 
tures of  a  trade  situation  ontitcly  free 
from  unsettling  uncertainties. 

The  werk  has  witnessed  th--  intro- 
duction of  a  tariff  bill  making  large 
cuts  in  dutici  on  iron  and  steel  and 
other  products,  but  apparently  less  is 
apprehended  from  this  than  from  a 
possible  failure  of  congress  to  heed 
the  words  of  President  Taft  and  get 
through  with  tlie  tariff  business  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  coal  trade  is  j 
confronted  with  a  labor  crisit*.

SMndatltaf.  Tumult  followed  when 
the  undersecretary  declared  that  the 
princi^  leaMrs  vX.  the  strike  had 
been  indorsed  by  from  10  to  IS  mem- 
bers ot  the  chainber  of  devvties.

EiCI  HAS  AX  TO  fRINB 


Cut  In  Dutlea  on  Lumber  Will  Be 
PHnelpftI  Point  of  Attack  —  Hides 
and  Laathar  Goods  Will  Alao  Conto 
In^  For  Vigorous  DIseuasion— South- 
amers  Up  In  Arma  Over  Proapact 
of  Free  Jrada  With  tha  PfUllpplna 
Islands. 

Washington,  March  20.— There  Is  a 
gpiipral  disposition  In  the  house  to 
eliminate,  as  far  aa  poasiblte,  any  ac- 
aAemie  diaevaaton  of  the  tariff.  Mem- 
bers of  both  sides  are  desirous  of 
having  aa  Uttle  general  debate  as  pos- 
sible and  as  much  time  as  is  practi- 
cable for  the  oooaideration  of  the  bill 
thder  iha  flTe-mlniita  rule  for  amend- 
<nent. 

When  the  Dinglejr  bill  was  before 
congress  iMa  than  a  week  waa  de- 
voted in  the  house  to  the  discussion 
of  the  bill  under  tha  fiTO-minute  rule, 
and  while.lt  is  likaMgM|^  r«l«.  wUl 
be  brought  in  to  nKK^m  time  for 
considering  amendments,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  sufficient  time  will  be  al- 
lowed for  the  consideration  of  the 
whole  bill  under  the  five-minute  rule. 

Members  on  both  sides  arc  lining 
up  and  preparing  to  submit  amend- 
ments to  the  sections  of  the  ImH  in 
which  their  constituents  are  interfst- 
ed.  The  main  contention  is  to  be 
over  the  cut  made  in  the  duty  on 
lumber.  It  is  iindrrBtood  that  the 
southfrn  representatives  are  almost 
unanimously  in  favor  of  retaining  the 
present  duty  of  $2  per  l.ooo  feet. 
They  will  have  tlie  support  of  many 
members  from  the  northwest  and  Pa- 
cific coast  states. 

Hides  and  leather  manufactures 
also  will  be  the  subject  of  consider- 
able debate.  An  earnest  effort  will 
be  made  by  the  Democrats  to  have 
shoes  and  other  leather  products  re- 
duced at  least  5  or  10  per  cent  and 
to  have  hides  retained  on  the  free 
list.  On  boots  and  ihoes,  according 
to  the  new  tariff,  will  be  le\ied  a 
duty  of  15  per  cent  ad  valorem.  While 
this  is  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent  ad 
valorem.  It  is  contended  by  those  who 
favor  further  reduction  thai  the  shoe 
men  themselves  have  admitted  they 
could  stand  a  reduction  of  o  or  10 
per  cent  mora  if  hidea  were  admitted 
free. 

The  Louisiana  delegation  met  to 
consider  the  effect  the  free  trade  pro- 
vision for  the  Philippine  Islands  would 
have  on  the  rice  industry  in  the  Unit- 
ed States.  They  will  endeavor  to 
have  the  minority  report  of  the  ways 
and  means  committee  favor  a  small 
duty  on  rice  imported  from  the  Phil- 
Ipliines  or  the  quantity  entitled  to 
fn  e  entry  restricted,  as  has  been 
done  with  sugar  and  tobacco. 

In  explanation  of  the  retention  of 
the  countervailing;  duty  <laii.se  on  pe- 
troleum it  is  claimed  that  Mexico  has 
developed  large  oil  fields  and  that 
the  provision  limiting  the  free  entry 
of  oil  to  countries  which  do  not  im- 
poaa  a  tax  on  the  importation  of 
American  oil  was  made  to  prevent 
the  importation  of  Mexican  oil  free 
of  duty  if  that  country  should  impose 
a  tax  on  oil  from  the  United  States. 

Tbere  has  been  very  little  criticism 
in  the  housa  of  the  metal  schedule, 
hut  it  is  claimed  that  duty  on 
wrought  and  cast  scrap  iron  should 
be  equal  to  the  duty  on  pig  iron,  as 
is  provided  in  the  Dingley  law.  In 
the  Payne  bill  scrap  iron  Is  covered 
by  a  duty  of  r»0  cents  per  ton,  while 
the  duty  on  pig  Iron  is  $2.50  per  ton. 
In  speaking  of  this  schedule  a  mem- 
ber of  the  house  declared  that  its  ef- 
fect would  be  to  reduce  the  importa- 
tion of  pig  iron  to  practically  nothing, 
while  all  the  scrap  iron  that  could  be 
secured  In  foreign  countries  woold  be 
brought  into  this  country. 


SfSSKW  IICPTONOUS 

R«presantaiivaa  BorM  by  RaatflMi  af 
Payna  Tariff  Bill. 

Washington,  March  SO.  —  For  four 
and  a  halt  hours  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives listened  to  the  reading  of 
the  tariff  bill,  which  waa  concluded. 
It  was  the  only  business  transacted. 
It  was  perhaps  the  dreariest  legisla- 
tive session  of  any  held  by  that  body 
in  recent  years.  Some  of  the  mem- 
bers earjy  in  the  reading  took  to  the 
cloak  rooms  and  lobby  back  ot  the 
speaker's  desk,  while  others  Mt  the 
building  for  the  day. 

Mr.  Sims  of  Tennessee  injected  a 
breath  of  life  into  the  proceedings. 
He  wanted  the  reading  of  the  bUl  dis- 
jwnsed  with  as  a  farce,  but  objection 
was  made.  Then  he  asked  unanimous 
consent  that  i.ae  bill  be  put  on  its 
ipaasage,  sayiqg  it  waa  evident'  no 
opportunity  would  be  aSbrded  to 
amend  the  nl^easure  In  the  houae.  To 
this  suggestion,  however.  Mr.  Mann 
of  Illinois  oblepted.

He  will  lead  in 
the  contest,  if  necessary.  Probably 
he  will  go  to  Washington  and  appear 
before  the  house  committee  on  ways 
aad  mama.

Waahlngton,  Marbh  20.— A  novel 
way  of  raising  revenue  was  proposed 
In  the  bouse  by  Representative  Sisson 
of  Mississippi.  It  ia  provided  in  a  bill 
he  introduced  that  a  tax  of  |2  be  lev- 
ied on  every  deadly  weapon,  such  aa 
pistols,' dirk  knives  and  braas  knuck- 
les, manufactured  nd  aolf  within  the 
United  States. 


HOW  to  QUIT  DRINKING 

Washington  Physician  Recommends 
Vegetable  Diet  For  Inebriates. 

Washington,  March  20. — "If  you 
have  a  strong  appetite  for  king  alco- 
hol and  tobacco  and  want  to  be  cured 
of  the  habit,  just  eat  a  vecatabla  diet 
for  six  months." 

This  was  the  advice  given  by  Dr. 
D.  H.  Kress  of  this  city  in  an  addreaa 
entitled,  "Dysiiepsia  and  Its  JMa- 
tions  to  Inebriety,"  before  the  Ameri- 
can society  for  the  study  of  alcohol 
and  other  drug  narcotics.  He  dis- 
cussed the  evil  effects  of  an  exoeoaive 
diet  and  declared  that  overeating 
leads  to  drunkenness.  "If  you  would 
not  become  a  drunkard,"  aald  Dr. 
Kreaa,  *tliea  quit  eatlos  meat." 


LEWIS  TO  ATTEND

Indianapolla,  Ind.,  March  20. — Preal- 
dent  LewU  of  .  the  United  Mine  Work- 
ers of  America  baa  opdered  the  na- 
tional executive  boikrd  to  convene  in 
Indianapolla  on  next  Thursday.  A -con- 
vention of  the  anthracite  mtaera  la  to 
be  held  in  Bcraoton,  Pa.,.on  Taeaday 
next,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  ex- 
ecutive board  win 'discnaa  the  anthra- 
cite troubleaa 

Mr.  Lewis  said  that  statementa  had 
been  made  in  iK>me  of  the  eastern 
newspapers  that  he  probably  would 
not  attend  the  Scranton  convention. 
"On  the  contrary."  he  said.  "I  shall 
be  there,  and  ahall  alao  be  back  in 
Indianapolis  in  time  to  meet  with  the 
executive  board  on  Thursday." 

Mr.  Lewis  said:  "The  tri-dlstrict 
convention  of  the  anthracite  United 
Mine  Workers  of  America  to  be  held 
at  Scranton  next  Tuesday  will  be  the 
most  important  convention  held  in 
that  section  of  the  country  in  the  laat 
three  years.  The  convention  wftl 
adopt  a  policy  to  govern  the  anthra- 
cite mining  region  after  April  1. 

"The  anthracite  operators  are  mis- 
taken when  they  say  that  the  bitumi- 
nous miners  dominate  the  anthracite 
men.  since  the  anthracite  workers, 
and  they  alone,  will  be  represented 
in  the  Scranton  convention.  We  ex- 
pect intellia;ently  to  meet  any  issue 
and  fix  the  responsibility  on  the  op- 
erators for  any  failure  to  reach  an 
agreemf^nt  governing  wage  conditions 
in  the  anthracite  minlBg  country."

FRANKFOET,  Ky.,  March  20.— 
In  callinic  upon  State  hanks  and  trust 
companies  for  reports  of  their  condi- 
tion at  the  close  of  business  on  March 

.1Ut,  Secretiiiy  of  Slate.  Ben  L. 
Bruncr  has  notified  every  one  «»t'  tlie 
over  lour  huihiied  of  sucli  iiistitii- 
tions  in  the  IState  that  he  will  in  the 
future  hold  them  to  a  strict  com- 
pliance to  the  letter  of  the  law  gov- 
erning the'condtket  ot  ihmr  institu- 
tions and  in  the  matter  of  making' 
iheir  leports. 

Secretary  Uruner  snys  tiiiit  lie 
wishes  the  banks  and  trust  companies 
which  do  business  under  charter 
from  the  State  to  know  that  he  in- 
tends rigidly  to  enforce  in  the  fut- 
ure Sections  .i94  ami  5!)(),  both  ot 
which  have  been  permitted  to  be 
sonietliiiiii:  of  a  deail  letter  in  the  past. 
This  means  tluit  tliose  bankinj;  in- 
stitutions which  do  not  have  their  i-e- 
ports  in  the  Secretary's  office  within 
five  days  after  they  are  called  foi-. 
will  be  subjected  to  a  fine  of  $200 
as  Section  590  s|)ecifies. 

"I  intend  tliat  a  niiin's  money 
shall  be  just  as  safe  in  a  State  hank 
or  trust  company  as  it  is  in  a  nation- 
al bank,"  "said  Mr.  Brutier.  "It  wa> 
the  non-eompliance  of  the  officials  ot 
the  recently  wrecked  banks  in  Owens- 
boro  and  the  Western  part  of  tin 
State  with  these  .sectioJis  wlii<'li 
caused  the  loss  of  so  much  money 
(o  tiieir  depositors.''  said  Dr.  Bniii- 
er.  The  Secretary  was  one  of  the 
principal  witneases  in  some  of  the 
Owensboro  eases  and  he  was  mucii 
impressed  with  the  causes  of  the 
trou])le  tlieic. 

"It  may  be  that  I  will  call  for  the 
condition  of  tlie  l)aiiks  on  some  |>asi 
date,  as  for  instatice.  tiiat  on  the  'Jiid 
of  May,  say  I  called  for  the  con<li- 
tion  of  State  bankK  and  trust  com- 
panies. This  would  fplvo  the  ^i- 
stitutions  until  the  7th  of  May  to  };et 
their  reports  into  men,  and  beinjr  ii 
back  ilate.  would  compel  tlio'n  to  keep 
their  books  up  at  all  times  for  exam- 
ination, an  dnut  enable  them  to  make 
ready  in  advance  for  a  report. 

"I  believe  that  by  forcing  strict 
comj^ianee  with  the  letter  of  Sections 
5M,  5f6  and  612  this  can  be  effect - 
ed.**
